The debate over where hundreds 
of thousands of federal revenue 
sharing dollars should be spent in 
Lompoc began in earnest last night, 
as 
two 
Lompoc 
City 
Council 
incumbent candidates saw chunks of 
the subsidy pie withheld from their 
favorite projects. 
The fiscal brakes were pressed at 
last night’s council meeting by 
nonincumbent councilmen Art Scott 
and George Cotsenmoyer Both said 
they wondered if there would be 
enough of the revenue sharing pie to 
feed every city project proposed 
To date the city has received 


$400,000 of a $1 018 million total 
revenue sharing entitlement that 
entends until December. 1976 The 
city has a current balance of 
$274.088 in these funds, its fourth 
entitlement, which must be spent or 
committed prior to June 30 or it will 
revert to the federal government. 
As much as $118,000 of this 
$274.088 could be committed by the 
end of this week. An $18,000 chunk 
was approved last night, following 
the action of an earlier meeting, for 
the 
renovation 
of 
the 
Fire 
Department’s Engine II. The city is 
already committed 
to spending 
another slice of up to $100,000 of the 
federal money on the Lompoc storm

Bridge destroyed, linked to strike

A Pennsylvania Turnpike bridge 
was dynamited early today 
in 
violence linked to the nation-wide 
truckers’ strike and a supermarket 
chain was forced to airlift meat as 
food supplies disappeared from 
store shelves 
State Police said the bridge 
spanning the Beaver River north of 
Pittsburgh 
was 
only 
slightly 
damaged by the explosions and 
remained open. 
They said the dynamite charges 
were ineptly placed at the bases of 
two concrete pillars supporting the 
bridge and caused only minor 
structural 
damage 
when 
they 
exploded. 


A hole 27 inches long was gouged 
in one of the massive pillars, which 
measure 7 l 2 feet by 10 l z feet at the 
base. 


The blast was heard at the State 
Police barracks at Beaver Falls, 
four miles from the bridge, troopers 
said. 
Violence claimed a second victim 
Tuesday when a South Carolina 
trucker was shot and killed as he 
was driving near Harrington, Del 
Two protesting truckers were shot

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Energy

Simon said todav he had been 
assured Congress would act quickly 
on a resolution allowing the truckers 
to pass on “ the explosion in fuel 
costs.’’ 
The resolution passed the Senate 
Tuesday and went before the House 
Commerce Committee today. 
In December refineries were told 
to cut back gasoline production to 


and the California State Department 
of Transportation relative to cost-

Ekstroms works have been in shows 
before 
If you strolled through the art 
shows held at Ryon Park during the Flower 
Festivals from 
1965 to 1973, then you 
observed his work 
He has had a

They were using the Van­ 
derbilt Club (the first club 
convention that is very simi­ 
lar to many of the modern 
ones). 
The spade response was 
forcing to game so Vander­ 
bilt, sitting North, merely bid 
two spades to see what 
Waldy would do. W aldy’s 
three-heart bid showed the 
ace and suggested a slam so 
Vanderbilt promptly barged 
into Blackwood. 
When South showed two 
aces, Harold (Mike) wanted 
to know about one more card 
— the queen of trumps - and 
trotted out a bid invented 
w ay back then by E ly 
Culbertson. His six-club call 
was the grand-slam force 
asking Waldy to bid seven if 
he held two of the three- 
trum p honors. In other 
words, if he held the queen, 
in addition to the ace already 
shown. 
This elegant bidding shows 
why Club conventions are for 
experts only. 
The hand was played in a 
team game. At the other ta­ 
ble P. Hal Sims, another of 
the great players held the 
South cards. North opened 
one diamond. Sims res­ 
ponded one spade, North 
jumped to four spades. Sims 
asked for aces and bid the 
grand slam when North 
showed him two. Not elegant, 
but satisfactory.

Economic plan 


President Nixon has laid out his battle 
plans for the economic battle of 1974 with 
his presentation of an economic message 
and submission of a $304 4 billion national 
budget. 
The battle plans appear to call for a fight 
against recession and a prolonged fight to 
stem a “ hydra-headed” monster called 
inflation. 
The President's economic advisers are 
predicting that the economy's growth this 
year will come to a near stand still. They 
say that 1974 will be a flat first year with 
perhaps even a slight decline in output. 
This will be followed by a second-half 
recovery. The budget is built on a one per

cent real growth, compared to a 5.9 per 
cent growth in 1973. 
On the other hand, inflation will be 
fueled by soaring oil prices and resurgent 
food costs. An inflation rate of seven per 
cent, measured by the gross national 
product price index, is said to be likelv for 
1974. 
In this day of “ unpredictable economic 
environment” we can only hope that the 
President's battle plans are correct in 
attacking recession and inflation 
The 
budget, 
itself, 
appears 
to 
have 
the 
flexibility necessary to cope with the 
uncertainty 
of 
recession. 
The 
battle 
against inflation is a different story. It 
appears almost invincible.

Whether the directors and the big 
stock holders have begun to realize 
it or not, a fire of resentment is 
growing over the stranglehold of the

commodity vital to America 


In a more comfortable time, say a 


year or two ago, the majors might 
have laughed off the proposal of 
Sens. 
Adlai Stevenson ill, and 


Warren Magnuson. That is for the 
creation of a Federal Oil and Gas 
Corporation to develop oil and gas 
on publicly owned lands. Those 
lands contain 50 to 75 per cent of the 
nation’s future resources. 
Such a public corporation would 


provide a yardstick for the cost of 
producing oil and gas, the senators 
say, just as the Tennessee Valley 
Authority set a yardstick for the 
production of electric power. 
TVA came out of the New Deal 


and the depression years after a 
long fight with the private power 
interests. 
Whether it is understood in the 


board rooms of the majors or not, if 
gas goes to 75 cents or $1 a gallon, if 
unemployment, 
as 
now 
seems 


certain, rises above 6 per cent, if 
inflation gallops on, the Stevenson- 
Magnuson proposal will not seem as 
wildly radical as it might have six 
months ago. 
Shortages, high prices, the whole 


miserable mess, is becoming the 
paramount 
political 
issue 


overshadowing even impeachment 
and the future of the President. A 
national corporation setting up a 
yardstick may look like an answer. 
In the cozy era now ended, the

“ I wonder if the utility companies 
and the energy planners are aware 
of how the rising rates for gas and 
electricity have affected the four 
out of five families who are in the 
lower income brackets? 
“ It has been a long, long time 
since this family has wasted any 
electricity. We not only remember 
to turn lights out when we leave a 
room, we are doggone careful not to 
turn them on in the first place unless 
we have to.”

numerous 
electrical appliances the family 
does not have, including clocks, and 
went on to say: 
"I can afford to wait for the water 
to boil, but I can hardly pay our 
electric and gas bill even with all 
our economizing. Our energy crisis, 
if you want to know, is in the pocket 
book...don't ask us to save any 10 
per cent The only way we could do 
that would be to shut everything off 
and move in with our parents.”

If there are any low income people 
involved in Lompoc’s 10 per cent 
saving, they should be praised for 
the truely patriotic humanitarians 
they are.

others better off have contributed

But if the second of the above 
"Ifs” is true, those more financially 
able have cut back more than 10 per 
cent, then perhaps they were using 
more electrical energy than they 
needed in the first place. 


The congressman who received
